Our parish has an intergenerational model 
of faith formation called Gatherings of Grace. 
All generations meet together the second 
Wednesday of each month, September 
through May. 


Why come? Because we encounter the Risen Lord Jesus in a special way in the 
Eucharist, through the Scriptures, and as we gather in faith. That is what our faith 
formation programs are all about. As we gear up for another year, we must keep 
that ENCOUNTER with Christ before us. Otherwise, it becomes another activity 
added to our already busy lives. 

Once, while in the seminary, I was attending Sunday Mass and asking God for the 
grace to be at peace with fellow classmates. Seminarians also struggle with 
jealousy, pride, gossip, etc. So in my prayer at Mass, I felt called to overcome those 
sentiments at work in my heart. As everyone went to Communion, I asked for the 
grace to be free of all the negativity. During that Mass, I was filled with 
forgiveness and peace which flowed from Christ. 

That is one experience of many, when the Risen Christ has changed me or renewed 
me. This is the gift that we want to pass on to others. We share in his power to 
forgive, to live for others, to be patient in suffering, and even to rise from the dead. 
The Christian life is nothing less than a participation in the Life of Christ. All of 
our faith formation activities are aimed to deepen that gift. 

This parish offers many opportunities for you to encounter the Risen Christ - 
SPROUTS, Edge, Life Teen, Adult Life, Gatherings of Grace, the Sacraments of 
Confirmation and Eucharist, and many more. Will you make a firm commitment 
to deepen your experience of Christ this year? 

It will not happen unless you consider it to be ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL. We 
take time for the things that are important to us. That's the bottom line. 

And the best way for children to grow in faith is for their parents to be involved. 
Studies show that "the best social predictor ... of what the religious and spiritual 
lives of youth will look like, is what the religious and spiritual lives of their parents 
look like" (Smith and Denton, 2005, p. 261). 

Jesus tells Peter in today's gospel, "I give you the keys to the kingdom of heaven" 
(Mt. 16:19). He gave Peter a share in his power and authority. The whole Church 
shares in the power of the Risen Christ. It is such an amazing gift. But it must be 
nurtured or it will wither and die. 

May the Lord lead us as we seek to nurture his Risen Presence in our parish.

Dear Parents of elementary, middle & high school youth. 

This letter is for the parents/guardians who would like to have their child/children involved in any of the following; Sprouts, Middle 
School Edge, High School Life Teen, Gatherings of Grace, First Communion and/or Confirmation. 

In accordance with the charter for the Protection of Children and Young People mandated by the United States Council of Catholic 
Bishops, the Diocese of Rapid City has put in place a Safe Environment program for the protection of our young people. This 
program includes not only the performance of background checks for all people who have regular contact with our young people as 
Catechists or in other capacities, but also the education of parents, teachers, and students regarding issues of inappropriate physical 
contact and sexual abuse. 

It is expected that your child view these videos as part of the Safe Environment training required by the diocese. Parents/guardians are 
welcome to view videos prior to their child’s viewing and/or with their child/children at the following viewing times if they wish. 
Please notify Teresa Thompson for available preview times. If you do not wish to have your child/children view these videos, the 
Diocese of Rapid City does require an opt-out form signed by a parent/guardian. Please fill it out and sign it and bring back to Teresa 
Thompson in the parish office. Opt-out forms will be available in the gathering area as well.
